LOS ANGELES, Cal., Dec. 30.—Dawn

TEXAN SAYS HE WAS SWINDLED 
OUT OF $20,000 IN CHICAGO 


Supposed “Wire Tappers” Disappear 

With Money on the Way to Cin- 

cinmati to “Collect” Fake Bets. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 30.—Men who pretend- 
ed to be wire tappers are alleged to have 
swindled Vincent Baer, a wealthy stock- 
man of Midland, Tex., out of $20,000 on 
a fake horse race scheme, according to 
reports to the police today. The swin- 
diers, it was said, met Baer in Kansas 
City. The men who got his money, Baer 
charges, were Edward A. Alexander 
and Charlies C. Miller.

Finds Out Robbers Killed Liquor 
Dealer After Questioning 
Members of ‘“‘Egan’s Rats.” 


CUSTOMERS FIND BODY 


Purse Said to Belong to Man 
Shot to Death Picked Up Near 
Quarters of Suspects. 


Three members of a gang known to the 

pelice as “Egan's Rats” were trapped 
a few minutes after Charles Reutlinger, 
5t years old, was shot and killed in his 
saloon, 1447 North Broadway, at 11:30 
o’clock last night, but they persuaded 
Patrolman Holmes of the Carr Street 
Station to release them. 


Evidence was found later in rooms 
ever Tom Egan's saloon at 1031 North 
Broadway tending to show that the 
three men were implicated in the Reut- 
linger murder. When Holmes arrested 
them he did not knuw of the killing. 

John Tolland and Edward Hopson of 
1624 North Bighth street found Reut- 
linger’s body when they went into the 
saloon to buy drinks at il:bv p. m. Reut- 
linger was lying face downward between 
the end of the bar and the icebox. There 
was 1% bullet wound in his upper lip. 
At the dispensary it was found Reut- 
linger was dead. The bullet, ranging up 
ward apparently had penetrated his 
brain. 

Men Run From Policeman. 

At 11:40 Patrolman Holmes was pass- 
ing Egan’s saloon when he saw three 
men in a hallway adjoining it on the 
Broadway side. When the men saw the 
t<« liceman they ran through the hallway 
toward the rear yard. Holmes followed 
them. One ran up an outside stairway 
tu rooms above Egan’s saloon. 

Another ran into the basement and the 
third was captured by Holmes in the 
hullway. In a few minutes the other 
two men came out of hiding. They then 
induced Holmes to release them. They 
said they ran because they were afraid 
r. ‘would beat them with his club if he 
found them in the hallway. 

After releasing the men Holmes called 
up “the ‘statton and was told of the 
Reutlinger murder. 

The three rooms above Egan’é saloon 
were then searched by a aquad’ of po- 
lice. On a shelf in the kitchen polise- 
men found a $5 bill and $8.53 in smail 
change. The cash register at Reutling- 
er’s saloon was robbed and the tape 
showed it had contained $13. On the 
floor of the kitchen was found a loaded 
evolver. The evidence became more 
‘onclusive when a purse found on the 
back porch was identified by Mrs. Reut- 
inger as her husband’s. It had con 
ained $40, but was empty when picked 
Ip. 

A police order for the re-arrest of 
the men who had slipped through 
Holmes’ fingers has been issued. The 
name of only one of them ig known 
to the patrolman. 

Reutlinger owned the Elm Hotel, 
above the saloon, and«lived there with 
his wife. Yesterday was the secon) 
anniversary of his proprietorship. He 
came to St. Louis from St. Elmo, Il. 

Woman Hears Sound of Shot. 

Mrs. Reutlinger and Mrs. Rose Creds 
told policemen they heard a shot at 
11:30, but thought it was outside. 

This morning Mrs. Reutlinger had 
not been informed her husband was 
dead. She believed he was merely 
wounded and at the city hospital. 

Three armed men entered Reutlinger’s 
saloon Jah. 3, last, and after backing 
him and a customer against the wall, 
they took $12 from the cash register. 
Before departing they tore the tele- 
phone from the wall.

After Trust Was ‘Unscrambled.’

J. D. Rockefeller’s Holdings in 
Old Concern $167,192,000, 
Now $421,000,000.

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—The wealth of 


the Standard Oil stockholders who have 
retained their holdings from the time 
the trust was split into 34 separate com- 
panies by the United States Supreme 
Court, in 1911, has trebled, according tv 


statistics compiled by the Wall Street 
Journal. The total market value of all 
the holdings at the time of the adverse 
decision was $675,0W,000. Now it is $2,025,- 
000,000. The profit from “adversity” is 
thus $1,350,000,000. 

John D. Rockefeller had approximate- 
ly 2% per cent of the $100,000,000 par value 
of the stock at the time the Government 
pressed the suit for dissolution *under 
the Sherman law. Those holdings then 
had. a market value of $167,192,000, as 
compared with more than 21,000,000 
now, an increase of $253,808,000. 

Distributed His Profits, 

Mr. Rockefeller has not taken to him- 
self all the profit. Some of it has gone 
to the Rockefeller Foundation and other 
institutions. 

The value of the sharcs held by the 
estate of Charles Pratt has increased 
from $35,600,000 to $89,700,000. The 42,000 
shares held by C. W. Harkness have 
increased from $29,200,000 to $72,000,000 in 
market value. 

These individual calculations are based 
-On a market value of $1,700 on each 
share of old Standard Oil stock, or, as 
the street phrases it, Standard Oil “en 
bloc.” Calculating the or, value of 
the shares of the separated ‘companies 
received by every holder in) the old 
company, the old stock is worth about

Louis, Lakewood & Grant Park Ra!tl- 
wey. 

**T don't want the bonds,’ Chouteau 
told me. ‘I have no use for them, buc 
I'll help you out by giving you $25 for 
them. I own a controlling interest in 
that railroad, and | am just about te 
throw it into the hands of a receiver, 
but I'll give you $25 for them.’ 

“I naturally thought the bonds were 
virtually worthless,”” Goodnow addeé 
“and I took his check for $25 and gave 
him the bonds.”’ 

Goodnow, without his books or Chov- 
teau’s check entry, said that the trans- 
action took place either in February or 
March. 

Goodnow, when asked how the $7000 
of railroad bonds came into his posses- 
sion, said: ‘ 

“T had indorsed a note for $4500 given 
by the Nicholis-Ritter Realty Co. to the 
National Bank of Commerce. The note 
fell due and I paid it to protect my 
reputation. The realty company had put 
up the bonds as collateral for the loan 
and, of course, I took the collateral 
when I paid off the note. 


Chouteau Says He Bought Stocks, 
Not Bonds, From Goodnow. 
Henri Chouteau, when seen by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, said that he bought 

stock, and not bonds, from Goodnow. 

“Goodnow never had any bonds of 
this road,’’ Chouteau said; “and the 
Nicholls-Ritter Realty Co. never had 
but one Lakewood bond, and that is stil! 
held in the realty company’s name. 

“As I recall the transaction, it was 
about 10 months ago when Goodnow 
eame to me with 25 shares of Lakewood 
stock, of a par value of $100 a share. 
The stock was practically worthless, as 
I was figuring upon having a receiver 
appointed for the road at the time. 
Goodnow pleaded that he needed a lit- 
tle money, and I let him have $1 a share 
for the stock. 

“T did not sell it to anyone else, and I 
believe that I have it still. What Il 
did was just to try to help Goodnow 
out a little.” 


Sold Bonds to Mra, Bagnell. 

Chouteau, by his own admission, 
was contemplating throwing the 
Lakewood road into receivership 
about the same time that he suc- 
ceeded in selling $10,000 worth of 
Lakewood bonds to Mrs. Catherine 
Bagnell, a wealthy widow, living at 
Jennings, St. Louis County. In a let- 
ter to Mrs. Bagnell, Feb. 13 last, 
Chouteau wrote that the bonds were 
a good investment and would net 
Mrs. Bagnell $720 a year interest. He 
was offering to trade her the bonds 
and 100 shares of Lakewood stock 
for her five-acre homestead at Jen- | 
nings. 

Mrs. Bagnell traded her home for the 
bonds Feb. 15, about the time Goodnow 
says he sold $7000 of Lakewood bonds 
to Chouteau for $235, and Chouteau hur- 
ried to Clayton the same day to record 
the transfer of the deed and place a 
$3500 mortgage upon the property. 

When the road ceased operations a 
few weeks later, and Mrs. Bagnell was 
compelled to turn her bonds over to 
three trustees for the bondholders, she 
filed suit at Clayton to set aside the 
transaction. 

The Lakewood road, a four-mile elec- 
tric line with four cars, is not now in

Har- 
court, who holds a place in the Cabinet 
as First Commissioner of Works, has 


resigned, to become Viceroy of India. 

It is understood that Harcourt Is one 
of the Cabinet Ministers opposed to the 
compulsory enlistment of Britons, and 
his retirement from the Cabinet may ve 
dtie to this. 

Mrs. Lewis Vernon Harcourt will be 
the second American woman to become 
the Vicereine of India.. The first was 
Lady Curzon, wife of Viscount Curzon, 
who was Miss Mary Leiter, daughter of 
lL. Z. Leiter of Chicago. Lady Curzon 
died on July 26, 186. 

Mrs. Harcourt’s maiden name was 
Mary Ethel Burns. She was the eldest 
daughter of the late Walter H. Burns 
of New York City. She is a cousin of 
J. P. Morgan, her mother being a sister 
of the late J. Pierpont Morgar. She 
was married to Harcourt In 1898, five 
years before he was appointed First 
Commissioner of Works. 

Mrs. Harcourt has four children—Doris 
Mary Therese, born ‘in 1900; Olivia ‘Ver- 
non, bern in 1992; Barbara Vernon, born 
in 196, and William Edwafd, born in 
1908. : 

She has long been one of the best- 
known women in English society, and 
is especially popular with the’ political 


and diplomatic set, by whom she is re-’ 


garded as extremely tactfdl. .

FORD PEACE PARTY 
LIKELY 10 BREAK 
UP IN COPENFAGEN 


Unless Passports Are Extended 
Pilgrims Would Have to Sail 
Through Mines to the Hague.

A week later we will arrive at 
The Hague, and there hope to be joined 
promptly by the Dutch, Spanish and 
Swiss delegates.

Some Berlin Newspapers Believe

ONE SAYS IT’S TOO LATE

| decision of the British Government in 


regard to compulsory military service is 
attracting wide attention in Germany. 
iterlin newspapers comment extensively 
on it. 

The Morgenpost says conscription 
Means a complete breach with the ideals 
of the British, and the newspaper be- 
lieves it is not certain whether the plan 
can be carried out without affecting 
affairs of state seriously. 

It concludes: 

"In the House of Commons David 
Lloyd-George recently told his country- 
men they had been too late theretofore 
with all war measures, 

“It is certain they are too late also 
with general military service. Decades 
are required to build up a people’s army 
and the British have not time enough 
to make conscription avail them any- 
thing.”’ 

Socialist Comment, 

The Socialist newspaper Vorwaerts 
refers to the decision of the British Cab- 
inet as one of far-reaching’ signifi- 
cance, saying: 

“The militarism which it desired to 
conquer compels the Island Kingdom 
itself to take refuge:in militarism.” 

The Vorwaerts believes conscription 
will succeed after a hard fight. 

“So long as international diplomatic 
conditions precedent to peace are lack- 
ing,”’ it continues, “and the masses are 
not intelligent and strong enough to 
compel Governments to make and ac- 
knowledge these conditions, militariam 
will proceed from triumph to triumph.” 

Die Post refers to conscription as the 
most drastic invasion of private rights 
which the Briton could conceive, and 
Bays the attitude of Parliament may 
cause the question to assume great im- 
portance in England's internal politics, 


Militarism in England, 
Under the heading * ‘Militarism in En- 


gland,’ the Vossiche Zeitung comments 
in the same vein as the Morgenpost in 
regard to the length of time necessary 
to build up a great army. It says that 
introduction of general service in En- 
giand will equalize the military burdens 
borne by that country and Germany and 
enable Germany to compete on equal 
terms in economic affairs and to some 
extent in commerce. Thus Germany, it 
says, will increase the advantage al- 
ready won. This newspaper continues: 

“Probably there will be fanatics in 
England who hope that infantile Brit- 
ish militarism will obtain a victory over 
venerable German militarism. Let them 
hold their comforting views until a re- 
sult contrary to their hopes is obtained.” 

Asserting Mr. Lloyd-George has won 
over Premier Asquith, the Tageblatt 
continues: 

“We will not question in any way. the 
fact that the Cabinet decision.can be 
executed, but general service will hardly 
come to existence without hard internal 
tolitical battles and probably without 
new elections.”’ 
One Pa Puzzled. 

The Tageblatt pol not undertake to 
forecast the military results of con- 
scription, but ventures this opinion: 

“It is not. improbable the change in 
views of the Government was influenced 
satrongly by intimations from the allies 
of England that she should assume a 
larger share than heretofore of the 
bioody sacrifices which the joint war 
demands.”’

Had a Crimean Parallel 


En iglish Cabinet Crisis NEW 
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BY STERLING E. EDMUNDS, 
Lecturer on International Law, 
Lente.

HE British history of military mis- 
carriages of the Crimean War of 
184-5 has repeated itself so faith- 

fully during the present war that it is 
not surprising to see the paraliel ex- 
tending into the political sphere in the 
threatened collapse of the coalition min- 
istry. 

Then, as now, the experiment of ener- 
gizing a democratic state by formally 
freeing its government of all criticism 
and opposition was attempted, only to 
flounder hopelessly and eventually to go 
to pieces. 

In the suppression of the criticism of 
the press by law the ministry conceived 
itself as greatly strengthening its oom 
tion, while, in fact, the very opposite 
has been the result. Advice and sug- 
gestions that might have been helpful, 
as occasions warranted, have not been 
forthcoming, and the pent-up volume of 
criticism has reached the exploding 
point. 

A government without censors in time 
of peace is abhorrent to the Anglo-Sax- 
on, and it seems now that a large meas- 
ure of freedom of the press is equally 
essential during: war. It was the Lon- 
don Times that exposed the blunders of 
the Crimean War and spurred the Gov- 
ernment to corrective action. So, too, 
in this war, it was the English press, 
that, hazarding prosecution, compelled 
the Government adequately to equip the 
ill-provided soldiers in France, with mu- 
nitions. 

The German Empire appears to be 
able to withstand the vices of a po- 
sition too exalted to permit of internal 
criticism, but no English-speaking peo- 
ple has yet been able successfully to 
maintain such a government. The neces- 
sities of war do, indeed, demand a unit- 
ed people, but they can be united only 
in support of a Government that effi- 
ciently serves them, unless they are a 
people severely disciplined in the Rom- 
an conception of the supremacy of the 
state. Even then history points to their 
ultimate awakening. 


Cealition Hag Good Start. 

The Asquith coalition was launched 
with every advantage of trusting loyalty 
and submission. Time passed with little 
visible progress. Still the people waited 
hopefully. 

As the spring of 1915 approached there 
were unmistaxable signs that the pub- 
lic was not satisfied with results; the 
then very large and growing army in 
France was doing nothing, while the 
Russian ally, was being pushed out of 
Galicia and far back within her own 
borders, her army in imminent danger 
of capture. Why were the sritish sol- 
diers in Flanders not relieving the pres- 
sure upon Russia by offensive opera- 
tions? Though this question was asked 
on every hand, no answer was forth- 
coming. Parliament and the press were 
both pledged to silence, and it was not 
intended that embafrassing questions 
should be replied to. However, it Was 
soon discovered to the amazement of 
the British public that such a shortage 
of ammunition existed among the En- 
glish troops that offensive action was 
eut of the question. This information 
was inadvertently allowed to pass the 
censor and the London press, led by 
the Times, risked prosecution in order 
to emphasize the seriousness of the sit- 
uation. 

It had eon taken for granted that 
Lord Kitchener, who had been made 
Secretary for War, was omniscient and 
omnipotent, and that he had provided 
everything; but he had been busily 
occupied in attempting to raise mil- 
lions. of troops and the importance of 
equipping them had somehow been over- 
looked. 

If the British public have ever in their 
history’ shown tolerance toward a min- 


a. 


istry, it was at this juncture. There 
was a most complete justification for 
breaking up the coalition. However, 
with the creation of the office of Minis- 
ter of Munitions, and the installation 
of Lioyd George, the “live wire” of 
the Cabinet, it managed to hold together. 

The present crisis, while centering 
upon the question of conscription, has 
been precipitated by accumulated in- 
stances of military and diplomatic 
weakness, particularly in the near East, 
in the failure at the Dardanelles and 
in the relief of Servia. 

Aberdeen Parallel. 

Press dispatches indicate that the As- 
quith Government is likely tu pass in 
the same Way as the Aberdeen Govern- 
ment in 1855. Then, following the rev- 
elations from the Crimean theater of 
war, a member of Parliament, repudiat- 
ing his position of silence, brought for- 
ward a motion for the appointment of 
a Committee of Inquiry into the conduct 
of the war. This was construed, in 
the only possible way, as a motion of 
censure. Lord John Ruasell, Lord Pal- 
merston and Gladstone attempted vig- 
orously to hold the parties in line and 
frustrate the motion, but to no end. ‘The 
vote stood 325 to M48, and the Aberdeea 
coalition was done for. 

In the course of Gladstone's forcefu; 
address against the motion, he justi- 
fied his opposition, saying that if they 
should step down voluntarily he would 
expect this epitaph to be written for 
the members of the Cabinet: 

“Here lie the dishonored ashes of 

a ministry that found England in 
peace and left it in war; that was 
content to enjoy the emoluments of 
office and wield the scepter of pow- 
er so long as no man had the cour- 
age to question their existence; they 
Saw the storm gathering over the 
country, they heard the agonizing 
accounts that were almost daily re- 
ceived of the sick and wounded in 
the East. These things did not move 
them, but so soon as a member of 
the opposition raised his hand to 
point the thunderbolt, they became 
conscience stricken into a sense of 
guilt, and, hoping te escape punish- 
ment, they ran away from duty.”’ 

Addressing the member who brought 
forward the motion, he said: 

“Your inquiry will never take place 
as a real inquiry; or, if it did, it 
would lead to nothing but confusion 
and disturbance, increased disasters, 
shame at home and weakness 
abroad; it would convey no consola- 
tion to those whom you seek to 
aid, but it would carry malignant 
joy to the hearts of the enemies of 

England; and for my part I shall 

ever rejoice, if this motion is car- 

ried tonight, that my own last words 
“as a member of the Cabinet of the 

Parl of Aberdeen, have been words 
of solemn and earnest protest against 
a proceeding which has no founda- 
tion either in the Constitution or in 
the practice of preceding Parilia- 
ments; which is useless and mis- 
chievous for the purpose which it 
appears to contemplate; and which, 
in my judgment, is full of danger to 
the power, dignity and usefulness of 
the Commons of England.” 

Many questions have been asked -in- 
formally in Parliament latterly, to which 
the Prime Minister has declined to re- 
ply, pleading inexpediency, In the pres. 
ent temper of Parliament, any momen:

WASHINGTON, Dec. W.—Secretary 
Lansing has suggested to all the na- 
tions which, with the United States, 
comprise the Pan-American Union that 
they join in a convention for the arbi- 
tration of all boundary line disputes 
and for the prohibition of shipments of 
War munitions to revolutionaries. 


Secretary. Lansing’s proposal, which 
has the support of President Wilson, is 
being forwarded by the Latin-American 
Ambassadors and Ministers here to their 
Rome Foreign Offices for consideration. 
It is regarded as one of the steps in a 
Wide plan, in which the Pan-American 
Scientific Congress, now in session here, 
ig a part, for preservation of peace on 
the western hemisphere and a closer 
Union of all the Americas. 

The status of the negotiations and the 

@etails of Secretary Lansing’s proposal 
are so far being held as confidential 
between the State Department and the 
Latin-American chancellories here. Sec- 
retary Lansing today declined to discuss 
it in any phase, and the diplomats uni- 
formly declared they could not discuss 
@ matter which was in its preliminary 
Stage and under consideration by their 
home Foreign Offices. 


Lansing’s Speech Approved. 

It became known, however, that soon 
after Secretary Lansing delivered his 
Pan-American unity speech before the 
Scientific Congress, in which he advo- 
Cated a Pan-America, “One for all and 
all for one,” he began inviting the Lat- 
im-American representatives to the 
State Department, two at a time, and 
Outlining to them his proposal. At the 
Same time, it is understood, the Secre- 
ary’s public declaration, which had ait- 
tracted much favoralije attention among 
the Latin-Americans because of its sux- 
gestion that all the Pan-American na- 
tions should, if necessary, constitute a 
united bulwark against any unjust in- 
Vasion or aggression upon a neighbor, 
was discussed in some detail, and it is 
understood that the Latin-Americans 
uniformly expressed their approbation of 
Mr. Lansing’s statement.

DEFENSE RESTS 
HTS CASE IN Tht 
NEW HAVEN TRIAL 


Jury Excused Until Monday, 
When Attorneys Will Begin 
Summing Up. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—The defense 
rested its case today at the trial of 
William Rockefeller and 10 other for- 
mer directors of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, charged 
with conspiracy under the Sherman anti- 
trust law to monopolize the railroad 
traffic of New England. 

The announcement was made after 
Richard V. Lindabury of counsel for 
William Rockefeller had made a state- 
ment in behalf of his client, who, he an- 
nounced, was too ill to testify. 

The statement was a stipulation 
agreed to by Government counsel as to 
what his testimony would have been. 
In it Rockefeller denied that he ever 
formed or entered into a conspiracy. 
The acquisitions by the New Haven 
while he was director were not made as 
the part of any preconceived plan. In 
voting for them, he used his judgment, 
he sald, as to what was for the best 
interests of the New Haven, and never 
did he derive any personal profit from 
his association with the New Haven ex- 
cept as’came to all stockholders. 

The New Haven directors, his state- 
ment said, were advised by counsel ‘f 
“high legal standing’ and since 1907 by 
Edward D. Robbins, who he regarded 
as “peculiarly qualified” to give ad- 
vice. There were also lawyers among 
the board of directors and he never 
“supposed” that anything he did was 
in violation of the Sherman law. 

Charlies S. Mellen was called by the 
Government in rebuttal and after he 
had briefly testified the . Government 
also finally rested its case. 

Technically the defense had occupied 

only three days in the presentation of 
its case, but the attorneys in summing 
up will rely chiefly on the testimony 
elicited through their cross-examination 
of Mellen. 
The jury was excused until Monday 
morning after Judge Hunt had stipulat- 
ed with counsel that both sides would 
not occupy more than two days each 1:1 
summing up. The trial has been in 
progress since Oct. 13.

MINOR SERVICE, OBJECTOR SAYS 


Exception to Requested Fee Argued 
to Printing Company Receiver- 
ship Case 
Veorge D. Little, an attorney, son of 
William H. Little, president of the Lit- 
tle & Becker Frinting Co., which is now 
in a receiver's hands, made an argu- 
ment before Jvdge Dyer in the United 
States District Court today against the 
granting of a $300 fee to the law firm 
of Stern & Haberman, for services as 

attorneys for the receiver. 

Little recently filed an exception to 
the requested fee, which was allowed by 
ws D. Kribben, special master in the re- 
ceivership case.

DETECTIVES WHO 
BEAT REPORIER 
ARE SUSPENDED 


Chief Young Acts After Camp- 
bell and Chrismer Are Con- 
victed of Assault. 


Chief of Police Young today suspended 
Detective Sergeants James Campbell 
and O. N. Chrismer from duty, follow- 
ing their conviction in the Court of 


Criminal Correction yesterday on the 
charge of assaulting Joseph Fiynn, a 
Globe-Democrat reporter, in the Cen- 
tral District Police Station on the night 
of Nov. 2). The detectives were sen- 
tenced by Blodgett Priest, acting Judge, 
to serve 30 days in jail each and to pay 
fines of $100. They filed a motidn for a 
new trial and gave new bonds. 

The Police Board is to consider their 
Case at a special meeting this afternoon. 

Campbell and Chrismer arrested Flynn 
and Harry Norman, a Globe-Democrat 
copy reader, on the night of Nov. 2%, 
when the two newspaper employes made 
inquiry at the Central District Police 
Station about an intoxicated woman 
whom the detectives had arrested short- 
ly before. 

Flynn and Norman were talking with 
the woman, Ida Atwood, in the wine- 
room of George Belcher’s saloon, 528 
Chestnut street, when the detectives en- 
tered and took her away. Her two com- 
panions objected to the arrest and the 
woman screamed and struggled in 
way which attracted a crowd. 

Charge Against Woman Dismissed. 

She was taken to the station and ths 
entry “suspected of larceny’ was made 
opposite her name. . Because of her in- 
toxicated condition, she was at once 
forwarded to the city hospital, where 
a medical diagnosis showed that she was 
suffering trom acute alcoholism. She 
was released from the hospital the next 
day and in police court a few days 
later she was freed of a misdemeanor 
charge. The charge of larceny was not 
placed against her in court. This charge 
is frequently placed by the police against 
women arrested for misdemeanors to 
keep them from obtaining immediate re- 
lease. on bond. 

The police say that this apparent 
misuse of the charge of “suspected 
larceny” has been made necessary by 
the practice of permitting women 
charge4 with misdemeanors to sign 
their own bonds. This was done to 
keep them out of the clutches of 
professional bondsmen, but it has 
been found that they abuse the 
privilege and immediately on getting 
out resume the offense for which 
they were arrested. Therefore, to hold 
them for at least a brief time the 
“suspected of larceny” entry is made. 

Eneounter at Police Station. 

At the station, Flynn and Norman 
encountered the two detectives and 
demanded to be informed as to the 
charge against the woman. Abusive 
language was used, and the detec- 
tives, in arresting Fiynn and Nor- 
man, knocked them down, and one of 
Fiynn's ribs was broken, he says, by 
a kick from Chrismer. Both men's 
faces were bruised and cut,

AROUSE CRITICISM 
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Protesting Democrats Say Scale 
of Prices Has Been Trebled 
in Some Cases.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3¥.—Complaints 
that St. Louis hotels, particularly iae 
Pianters and Jefferson, are demanding 
exorbitant rates for reservations for the 
Democratic national convention in June, 
are pouring in upon Thomas J. Pence, 
secretary of the Democratic National 
Committee. There is an intimation that 
unless the national conventions associa- 
tion of St. Louis holds the hotels to 
their pledges not to increase their rates, 
the Democratic National Committee will 
be reconvened and the convention sent 

elsewhere. 

The St. Louis hotels are demanding 
a deposit of 3 per cent before making 
any reservations, and the balance in ad- 
vance of the opening of the convention, 
according to some of the complaints. 
The Jefferson Hotel ig demanding also 
a rate of $12 to $15 a day for rooms 
which ordinarily rent for $3 to % a day, 
according to the men who are making 
protests. 

Correspondents Complain. 

Washington newspaper correspondents 
who have made reservations both at 8t. 
Louis and Chicago for the national con- 
ventions complained that the St. Louis 
rates were’50 per cent higher than the 
Chicago rates, and that Chicago was 
making no demand for deposits for res- 
ervations. 

Senator Saulsbury of Maryland made 
a@ protest to Senator Reed that he had 
been asked to pay $72 a day for six 
rooms, and Senator Hollis of New 
Hampshire said he had been asked $00 
a day for five reoms. Samvel 4G. 
Blythe of the Sagurday Evening Post 
complained that the Hotel Jefferson had 
demanded a rate of $30 a day for two 
rooms. The New York Herald tele- 
graphed its Washington correspondent 
that it was making a fight against a 
rate of $60 a day for four rooms, with 
a limit of two persons to each room. 

Members of the Missouri delegation 
in Congress have been beset on every 
hand by men protesting against the 8t 
Louis hotel rates. The Congressmen 
have written to James EE. Smith telling 
him that St. Louis was being criti- 
cised by newspapers and political lead- 
ere all over the country on account of 
the scale of prices. They called Smith’s 
attention to the hotel rates published .in 
the booklet distributed by the St. Louis 
committee when it came to Washing- 
ton to get the Demoeratic convention, 

Both Baltfmore and Denver hotel 
proprietors failed to keep their pledges 
rot to raise rates for the conventions. 

Pence said today that many members 
of the Democratic National Committee 
were protesting against the exactions 
ot the St. Louis hotels and that the 
National Conventions Association of St.

Newspaper Interviewers Find He 
Is About Only Person He Has 
Not Disapproved Of. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—The Sun to- 
day prints the following political story 
under a Washington date: “There was 
a hastily convened conference today 
of Washington newspaper correspond- 
ents who have recently been summoned 
to talk with Col. Roosevelt. The cali 
was for the purpose of determining 
“Who's Who at Oyster Bay.’ 

“From time to time newspaper men 
and other writers and thinkers along 
political lines in ‘Washington known to 
enjoy Col. Roosevelt's agquaintance have 
journeyed to Oyster Bay or the ‘Metro- 
politan’ office, usually by invitation, and 
their return has been the signal for the 
appearance of articles telling what the 
Colonel would or would not countenance 
at the next Republican national con- 
vention, and what candidate other thar 
himself he would approve. 

“There seems to be a divergence of 


opinion as to what the Colonel really’ 


has in mind unless it is his own can- 
didacy. 
Candidates Cotonel Opposes. 

“Edward E. Clark, Washington corre- 
spondent of the Chicago Evening Post, 
spent Christmas eve at Oyster Bay. 
He went to discuss “birds” with the 
Colonel, both being ornithologists. Nat- 
urally the talk turned to the next Re- 
publican nominee. Here is what Mr. 
Clark says: 

“If at the Chicago 
Weeks, Burton, Sherman, Root or 2 
Fairbanks be nominated, he will not 
get the support of Theodore Roose- 
velt, and this méans other Progressives, 
because they think as the Colonel does; 
but let not haste be made to say, be- 
cause he so thinks.”’ 

“Again Clark says: 

“‘In an article recently written by 
another, and which was widely read, it 
was said that if the Republicans should 
nominate P. C. Knox, former Secretary 
of State, for the presidency, Theodore 
Roosevelt would support him. There 
is not the slightest reason to doubt that 
the writer of this article believed he 
was justified in writing this.’ 

Referring to a suggestion, George E. 
Miller, Washington correspondent of the 
Detroit News, brought from Oyster Bay 
concerning Knox, Clark says: 

“If anyone seeks for the reason for 
the certain refusal of the Progressive 
leader to support Knox let him read 3 
paragraph or two in the Colonel's arti- 
cle which has appeared within 48 hours 
in the Metropolitan Magazine. The 
paragraphs have to do with Mexico and 
there is discussion in the article of Mex- 
ican matters not only under Wilson, but 
under Mr. Taft, whose Secretary of 
State was Philander Chase Knox.” 


It was noted with some significance 
today that there is one candidate who 
has not yet been disdpproved by the 
Colonel to any of his newspaper visi- 
tors, and that is the Colonel himself. 
On this point and as to this possibil- 
ity, Clark writes: 

“There is a fixed belief among Re- 
publicans except those of the extreme 
type, and even these are wavering, that 
there are only two men in the United 
States who, as things look today, can 
defeat Woodrow Wilson. These two 
men are Theodore Roosevelt and Charles 
E. Hughes, and the tide is turning: to 
Theodore Roosevelt.”’ 

At the comparison of notes today it 
was found that one of the Oyster Bay 
visitors came away a few weeks ago 
with information that Col. Roosevelt 
would support Root if he were nomi- 
nated against Wilson. This visitor was 
Gilson Gardner, long personal friend of 
the Colonel. Later the same writer sent 
out a story, after a visit to the Colonel, 
that the latter had revised his views 
and would approve Cummins of Iowa. 

Still later another newspaper friend 
of the Colonel came back from a confer- 
ence and intimated that Hughes, Had- 
ley or Knox would pass muster. Evi- 
dently the Washington newspaper 
friends of the Colonel are not the only 
ones who have been confused by the 
information coming from Oyster Bay. 
Out in Indiana the Muncie Press, pub- 


}} lished by a former secretary of former 


Vice President Fairbanks, made an ed- 
itorial announcement recently that the 
paper could speak with authority that 
Col. Roosevelt preferred Fairbanks 
above all others mentioned. 

In the list of “canned goods" ap- 
parently sent out by the Colonel through 
Clark, now appears the Fairbanks boom. 
Clark thus explains the significance uf 
the Gary dinner: 

“The Gary dinner has been made a big 
incident. The incident in a way grew 
out of an accident. The host of that 
evening and probably most people know 
it, always has been an admirer of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. One or two of the 
guests have not always been admirers, 
but have been supporters of Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

“Tt is likely that you may take it as a 
fact thet the host asked a prospective 
guest or two if there was any chance 
that the Colonel would like to sit at the 
evening board and meet some men 
whom he had not been meeting socially 
with any degree of regularity within 
the last eight or 10 years. 

“Why, of course the Colonel would be 
giad to sit at the board with them. Why 
shouldn't he be glad? I have an idea 
that he thought there was a good deal

A resurvey of the Rotiteace situation of 
the nation, made a short time ago, said 
to have shown a hopeless state of un- 
preparedness, is deciared to have deter- 
mined the department to embark on a 
campaign for immeciate action to build 
up defense. 

While universal, service is admittedly 
the ultimate goal of the administration 
plan, itis said this, for the present, will 


j take a secondary place to measures de- 


signed to provide immediate defensive 
necessities and outline a definite mili- 
tary policy. 
Three Years to Bulld Guns. 
The survey, which went into the ques- 


jtion of munition manufacturing facili- 


ties, it is said, showed that in the single 
item of fidld artillery " would” take 
three years to produce the guns now be- 
lieved necessary for a force sufficient 
to guarantee safety from. invasion. 

Reports from European battlefields 
ha-e served to triple o. quadruple es- 
timates of necessary reserve material. 
Estimates of the proportion of light and 
heavy guns in any field army have in- 
creased twofold. 

Although war orders have increased 
available commercial facilities for man- 
ufacturing munitions in*’the last few 
months,. nearly all American plants are 
building guns to foreign measurements 
and would have to be re-equipped to 
handle American army orders. — 

Has All Reports. 

When Mr. Garrison departed from 
Washington he took with him copies 
of every departmental report and offi- 
cial document bearing on the prepared- 
ness problem.

ADA IN FEAR 
CONSCRIPTION 


Hundreds Who Crossed Line Few 
Years Ago to Take Up Home- 
steads Are Returning. 


GLAD TO SEE OLD HOMES 


Many Fear Confiscation of Prop- 
erty Because They Don’t Re- 
main to Fight for It. 


Special to the Post-Di tch. 
OMAHA. Neb. oO 9e.—Five or siz 


years ago about 100,000 of Iowa and Ne- 
braska’s finest young farmers went to 
Western Canada to take up homesteads 
and make their fortunes. Now hun- 
dreds of these same men are breaking 
moving records to get back to the old 
farms in the American West. 

Hundreds of them pass through Oma:- 
ha every week. Some walk across the 
border, quietly, because they fear they 
will not be permitted to leave Canada. 
Others purchase round-trip railroad 
tickets and show the return portion as 
proof that they are going Into the 
“States” on a visit only. 

Some had a little cash when they de- 
cided to leave the dominion, but others 
have been forced to write to the “old 
folks’*’ for money with which to pay 
their way back to the old farm. 

They are fleeing from threatened con- 
scription. ‘““‘We don’t want to be dragged 
off to Europe to fight when our hearts 
are in the United States,” they say. 

Wanted te Farm, Net Fight. 

“We went to Canada to become farm- 
ers, not soldiers,”’ sajd Hart Jenks, son 
of the Rev. Edwin Hart Jenks, pastor 
of the First Presbyterian Church of 
Omaha. Young Jenks went to Canada 
several years ago, but he came back 
last week. In his party were several 
other Omaha young men who have been 
in Alberta but who, fearing conscrip- 
tion, came back to the “States.” 

At the same time M. Jesse, with a 
brother living at Ouray, Colo., came 
into Omaha, direct from a Saskatche- 
wan homestead, where he has been liv- 
ing several years. Jesse was en route 
to Ouray to live with his brother until! 
the war is over. 

“Americans out in the small towns 
and on the farms are ‘in bad’ up there,” 
said Jesse. “Some of them are leaving 
so hurriedly that they do not wait long 
enough to dispose of their farms, or 
even to straighten out their business af- 
fairs. They are being ostracized by ev- 
erybody because they don’t go to the 
war. The vseople forget. that this is not 
our Ngnt.

CIVIC LEAGUE POLL 
AGAINST PROPOSED 
NEW WATER RATES 


Vote Shows 205 Against and 69 
for Cheaper Schedule for 
Large Users. 


A count yesterday of the referendum 
vote of Civic League members on the 
bill for the revision of St. Louis water 
rates showed 205 opposing the bill's 
passage and 69 in favor of it. 

The result of the referendum is an 
indorsement of the Public UNlities Com- 


mittee’s contention that the bill will 
benefit the large consumer at\the ex- 
pense of the small consumer, who will 
have to pay the difference. 

The bill is also opposed by the Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor Union, the Cen- 
tral Civie Council, composed of 16 im- 
provement associations, and the Tenth 
Ward Improvement Association. 

The league found that Chicago, which 
pumps its water direct from the lake, 
shows no discrimination between 
different classes of users or users 
of different amounts of water. 
Large constmers pay the same as smal) 
consumers, regardless of the amount 
used. The meter rate in Chicago is 
$1-3 cents per 1000 gallons. The average 
meter rate in St. Louls is 9 cents per 
1000 gallons. Chicago allows a discount 
of % per cent for prompt payment ani 
St. Louis allows 10 per cent. This brings 
the net Chicago rate to 6% cents, or 1% 
cents below the net St. Louis rate. The 
ret St. Louis rate, however, is below the 
cost of water, while In Chicago no water 
is sold ‘below cost. The cost per 1000 
gallons in Chicago, including all fixed 
cLarges, is 5°%4 cents per 1000 gallons, and 
the lowest net rate of sale Is 6% cents. 

The cost of water per 1000 gallons in 
St. Louis is given by the Water De- 
partment as 8% cents. As this estimated 
cost seems to be disputed by the ad- 
vocates of low rates, the league com- 
mittee has figured the exact cost per 
1000 gallons on two different bases: 

1, The cost per 1000 gallons pumped, 
including all fixed charges, 4.5 cents. 

2. The cost per 1000 gallons delivered 
and paid for, excluding the amount 
wasted or used in free service, but in- 
cluding all fixed charges, 9 cents. 

The committee points out that the 
rates in the bill pending before the 
Loard of Aldermen will give large con- 
sumers water as low as 3 cents per 1000 
galions. This is not only below cost, 
but below the rates in most other cicies 
The largest consumers, according to the 
records of the Water Department, are 
‘'e Terminal Railroad Association, the 
United Railways Co. and two large 
breweries. Inasmuch as the \vater De- 
partment must be self-sustaining, 


any 
reduction to 


one class of consumers 
must be made up by the small con- 
sumer...Furthermore, if this bill were 
passed, it is pointed out that there 
would be no possibility of a. reduction 
to flat users, which constitute 93 per 
cent of all users.

INSURANCE SUIT FOR $32,212 


Famous Gumbler Was on Way to 
Cancel Policy for 810,448 When 
Mortally Injured. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—By a decision 
of Justice Guy, the estate of Richard 
Canfield, famous gambler, will receive 
about $22,000 more than it otherwise 
would have been credited with. Canfield 
fell down the stairs in a subway sta- 
tion, Dec. 10, 1914, and died the next 

day. 

Justice Guy, decided that the New 
York Life Insurance Co. must pay to 
Luke Vincent Lockwood, executor of the 
Canfield estate, $33,833. It was learned 
that Canfield’s destination when he en- 
tered the subway station on Dec, 10 last 
year was the office of the insurance 
company, where he was to accept $10,- 
448 and surrender value of a policy on 
his life for $119,500, on which he had al- 
ready borrowed $79,452. All details for 
the payment had been completed by the 
company, even to the signing of the 
check. 

Justice Guy decided that there was no 
consideration for the agreement under 
which Canfield was to accept this 
amount, and therefore the insurance 
company must pay $32,212, the amotrnt 
due in case of death, plus interest.

The difficulties of the President in handling the 
submarine and other controversies with belliger- 
ents caused by assaults on American rights, prop- 
erty and lives, is well illustrated by the report 
that several Democratic members of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee are criticising the 
abruptness and harshness of his language in the 
Austrian correspondence. They are intimating 
that he should consult with them.

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TUBERCULOSIS IN ST. LOUIS. 

Eight municipal nurses canvassing six weeks 
have found 912 cases of consumption in St. Louis. 

The Municipal Nurses’ Board, of which Dr. 
Shutt, the Hospital Commissioner, and Dr. Walter 
Baumgarten are members, makes a report and a 
recommendation to the people of St. Louis, which 
thoughtful citizens will do well to read. 

The report is a conservative document, pow- 
erfully suggestive in its restraint, and the rec- 
ommendation is wise and practicable. 

Bays the board: 

“1. The death rate from tuberculosis in &t 


Louis has been steadily increasing and has reached 
the appalling figure of over 1300 deaths per an- 
num (not less than 1100 deaths per annum for the 
last five years, with not a single death from 
smallpox during the last seven years), about 11 
per cent of all deaths. The average tuberculosis 
patient lives over one year; therefore, it is rea- 
sonably certain that to this year’s number of over 
1300 deaths must be added 1300 who will die next 
year, and allowing for recoveries and persons who 
move away, there must be 3000 or more active 
tuberculosis cases at the present moment in St. 
Louls. (The St. Louls Tuberculosis Society has 
estimated a much higher number.) Most of the 
living cases are outside the present powers of 
investigation and control. 


“8, In view of the fact that tuberculosis pa- 


tractable and has yielded on everything except 


“ene officers in the Health- Division, and Vis~ 
iting Nurses in charge of the Nurses’ Board, 

The board feels the imperative need of utilizing 
its only resource at present—that of increasing 
the number of tuberculosis nurses, who can and 
are doing much good in an educational and nurs- 
ing capacity, but who are not charged with suf- 
ficient authority *o cause a steady and increas- 
ing control of the disease. 

The tuberculosis office should be headed by an 
official backed with reasonable powers to make 
headway, both in direct activities and in col- 
lecting data for further laws for preventing this 
highly fatal disease, which science tells us can be 
frequently cured and nearly eradicated if already 
known discoveries in sanitation, hygiene, etc., can 
be applied. 

The plan for a tuberculosis office, an assistant 
health commissioner in charge, can be put into 
effect under the charter with small expense, and 
as a step in the campaign “to make St. Louis a 
tuberculosis free city” it should be done promptly.

THE FRISCO AS A ‘‘GOOD THING.’ 

Declaring that he speaks as an individual stock- 
holder and not as counsel for the receivers, H. 8. 
Priest says Mr. Yoakum should be removed from 
the chairmanship of the Frisco board. 

He charges that Mr. Yoakum made a profit of 
$250,000 for himself when he purchased the Fort 
Scott & Memphis road for the Frisco and $250,000 
more when he bought the Brownsville line, and 
that he contracted for coal from the Peabody com- 
pany at $48,000 more than the company could have 
obtained from anybody else. 

But Mr. Yoakum is not the only one who has 
made large profits out of the Frisco. Why does 
Mr. Priest not direct attention to the others who 
have found the road a good thing? If he has lost 
as a stockholder $500,000 through Yoakum manip- 
ulations, how much has he lost through others’ 
manipulations? 

Like the New Haven and other systems, the 
Frisco is known as a “bankers’ road”—one that 
seemed to be operated in the interests of its bank- 
ers and financiers rather than that of its stock- 
holders. The report of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission indicates that in 10 years bankers’ 
commissions, rebates and discounts in the han- 
dling of its securities cost the company $32,000,000. 

It is an excellent thing to make provision for 
the road's future in accordance with the experience 
of the past. To insist that those who advance 


hands is an admirable safeguard for honest, effi- 
cient management in the future. 

But if it is good policy to keep Mr. Yoakum out 
of any position on account of his record, why is 
it not a good policy to keep out of such positions 
others who have had large pickings in the past? 

Bankers’ pickings were the worst features 
of Frisco financiering in the past and consti- 
tute the point in the reorganization scheme to 
which the greatest criticism has been directed. 
It with the increase in capitalization is the 
most objectionable provision of the plan. Judge 
Priest is supplying interesting, tf true, inform- 
ation concerning past profits on Frisco deals; 
but he is dodging the question with re- 
gard to the reorganization. He is ee 
dust in the public eye.

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HOLIDAY INOCOME-TAX RULING. 

A new and important income-tax ruling by the 
Treasury Department holds that stock dividends 
paid by corporations are on exactly the same basis 
as dividends paid in cash. That means that a 
stock dividend, like a cash dividend, will pay no 
income tax if the total income of the individual, 
including his stock dividend, is under $20,000. But 
on all amounts in excess of $20,000 the surtax 
must be paid. 

The ruling, which reverses an earlier one of ex- 
actly opposite effect, seems to imply that the 
surtax is to be collected on all stock dividends 
declared since March 1, 1913, when the income-tax 
law took effect, and if that Is so it may be ex- 
pected to add millions to this year’s revenue. 
Munition plants, automobile plants, of] companies 
and other corporations have issued stock divi- 
dends to enormous amounts during the past three 
years, especially during the past few months, 

The decision, of course, must stand a court test,

AS THE OLD YEAR CLOSES 


Period, Beginning With Depression, Has’ Shown}; 
Extraordinary Change, Crops and Néw 
- Banking System Two Big Factors. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—In many re- 
Spects the year 1915 has been a re- 
markable oné in finance and industry. 
4 prtggetasiaas as the year did, with business 
in this country materially depressed by 
: | uncertainty and pessimism due to the 
European war, it ends with confidence 
restored and trade on a plane of pros- 
perity seldom, if ever before, equaled. 

Many factors are responsible for this 
change, which in the year was almost 
revolutionary in character. The coun- 
try was blessed with the largest harvest 
in its history, one that not only over- 
shadowed any previous crop, but which 
yielded the farmer $10,000,000,000, a value 
exceeding any previous yield by many 
millions of dollars. 

For cotton, the planters of the South 
received over ll cents a pound, compared 
with 6.8 cents a year aga, and as a re- 
suit, at least $78,000,000 more was real- 
ized for the 1915 cotton crop than for 
that of 1914. This addition to the coun- 
try’s wealth had a pronounced influence 
in stimulating business activity. 

Supplies and Munitions. 


. |} 8tandard 


Purchases of supplies and munitions 
for warring nations of Europe also 
played an important part in reviving in- 
dustry and restoring business confidence. 
These purchases, which during the year 
totaled nearly $1,000,000,000, ndédt only ma- 
terially added to activity at the mille 
and factories turning out the supplies, 
but, placed in circulation an enormous 
amount of liquid capital for new busi- 
ness and industrial enterprises. 

The Federal Bank system, inaugurateG 
during the year, played an important 
part in keeping trade apd busirfess chan- 
nels so well supplied with funds at-low 
interest rates, that no difficulty was 
found in financing the movement of 
the country’s record-breaking crops, 
even at a time when increased activity 
in business and industrial circles was re- 
quiring more funds for expansion. Be- 
fore the organization of the Federal 
Banking system interest rates almost 
iv-variably advanced to high levels dur- 
og the crop-moving period. 

As. usual, when a recovery in business 
takes place in the country, Wall Street 
was the first to reflect the betterment, 
and from the time the Stock Exchange 
opened, last December, until the end of 
this year, a steady appreciation in values 
took place. Prices mounted slowly at 
firat, when it*was feared foreign liquida- 
tlon of stocks, due to the war, must 
take place; but, as the advance pro- 
gressed and many companies represent- 
ed on the Exchange received foreign or- 
ders for enérmous amounts of munitions 
and supplies, buying developed into the 
broadest volume since the big market 
of 1901, and many important stocks re- 
corded highest prices in their history, 
under the influence of large earnings 
and increased dividends. To Wall street 
this meant one of the most prosperous 
periods in its history, for yearly pay- 
ments of interest and dividends will 
reach a total never before recorded. 


Dividend Payments. 

Interest and dividend payments for 
1915 will be more than $100,000,000 over 
those of 1914, although, in the first 
months of the year, the cumparisons 
with the preceding year were very un- 
favorable, owing to the then prevailing 
business depression. In the last four 
months of the year, however, dividends 
were declared by many companies that 
had not paid anything to stockholders 
for some yéars. These, with increased 
dividends by many companies, swelled 
the total for 11 months to $418,239,819, 
compared with $434,819,478 in 1914. With 
the Jan. 1 dividends, which promise top 
be over $100,000,000, added to this total 
the grand total for the year will be 
$518,293,891, without taking into consid- 
eration interest. on bonds and notes, 
which will largely exceed that of 1914, 
when there were defaults. 

Since the latter part of November 
there have been declared 41 increases in 
dividends by prominent corporations 
which will figure in the January dis- 
bursements. Among these the Du Pont 
Powder Co. has declared 28% per cent on 
ita common stock, the dividend mean- 
ing a distribution of $9,700,000. Western 
Uniion will pay $2,250,000. Phelps, Dodge 
& Co. will pay, including an extra divi- 
dend, $2,475,000. The Submarine Corpora- 
tion will distribute $1,200,000, The Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna & Western, 2% per 
cent and 10 per cent extra, or a total 
of $5,284,256; Utah Copper, cents a 
share more than for the preceding quar- 
ter, or $1,475,000; Colts Arms, 10 per cent 
extra in $325,000.

November figures showing the unprece- 
dented total of $500,000,000. Imports for 
the month also broke records, while a 
record of $5,000,000,000 for the past 12 
months in exports and imports was 
set. November exports. were $331,14,527, 
end broke all records in the country’s 
history, comparing with. October, last 
year, a previous record month, when 
they were $328,000,281. 

The 12 months’ imports to Nov. 30 
aggregated $1,730,243,229, c@mpdred with 
$1,858,645,000 for the precediag year.- The 
year’s exports were about $3,437,292,533 or 
$1,500,000,000 more than in the preceding 
year, and nearly $1,000,000,000 more than 
two years ago. Indications are that the 
December exports will prove even more 
favorable than those of Nevember. 

While our exports were mounting, gold 
Was pouring into the United States in 
almost record-breaking quantities. Dur- 
ing 12 months the imports of gold ag- 
Sregated $410,065,000, compared with $68,- 
852,085 in 1914. In the same,;period gold 
valued at $19,667,557 left Amefica, as com- 
pared with. $233,067,825 the year before. 

Steel and Iron Trade. 

The recovery from severe depression 
to unusual prosperity in the steel ang 
iron trade was one of the most notice- 
able events of 1915. With the opening 
of the year steel and iron mills were 
operating less than 80 per cent of ca- 
pacity, orders were scarce and general 
‘rade conditions so highly unfavorable 
that the United: States Steel Corporation 
passed its dividend on the common 
stock. Several other leading companies 
also were forced to make reductions in 
dividend distributions. Soon, however, 
under the stimulus of fereign buying 
activity and advancing prices at the’ 
Steel mills came, and, by the middle of 
the year the demand for steel and iron 
had raised the capacity of the plants 
above 75 per cent. 

As the year closes, buying for both 
foreign and domestic account is on such 
a large scale that capacity of all plants 
is strained to the utmost to’ supply 
orders, and many companiés have been 
forced to refuse contracts, owing to 
uncertainty as to being able to deliver 
the supplies at the time specified. 

Just what was the increase in steel 
and iron business is shown by the un- 
filled tonnage of the United states Steel 
Corporation, which, in the early year 
was smaller than in any peri —— 
the panic of 1907. But as busin ex- 
panded unfilled tonnage on he; pier 
pany’s books mounted in leaps and 
bounds, until in the quarterly statement 
for November, the unfilled orders in- 
creased 1,024,037 tons, the greatest in- 
crease ever announced by the corpor- 
ation and one which lifted the total un- 
filled tonnage to slightly below the 
record tonnage, which was 7,468,956 tons 
in March, 1913. 

Prosperity for Farmers. 

To the farmers of the United States, 
1915 was the most prosperous year in 
their history. The high prices for farm 
products which immediately followed 
the declaration of war in Europe was 
an inducement for farmers to plant an 
unusually large acreage of wheat, corn, 
oats and other products, and under fa- 
vorabie harvest conditions the crops se- 
cured, with one or two exceptions, sur- 
passed in yield all records of previous 
years. Winter wheat totaled 655,065,000 
bushels, compared with 684,990,000 bushels 
the preceding year; spritig wheat raised 
Was 356,450,000 bushels against 206,027,005 
bushels, and the total wheat crop. at 
1,011,505,000 bushels surprassed the res- 
ord harvest. of a year before of 891,- 
017,000 bushels. 

Almost the same story was told in 
corn and oats. 
the enormous production of 3,054,535,000 
bushels, and has only once been ex- 
ceeded in the country’s history, Oats 
produced totaled 1,540,362,000 bushéls, com- 
pared with 1,141,000,000 bushels the year 
before, and were only slightly below 
the record crop of four years ago. The 
crop yield of barley, rye, buckwheat, 
flaxseed, rice, tobacco and potatoes 
showed favorably with record years, and 
in hay the crop harvested was 85,225,000 
tons compared with 7,071,000 tons the 
year before. “ee 

So large were the products of. the 
principal farm crops, including cotton, 
that the total value of them all reached 
$10,000,000,000 for the first time in the 
country’s history, the worth of the lead- 
ing staples alone showing a value of 
$5,568,773,000 compared with only $4,937,- 
527,000 in 1914, ‘

Bank Clearings Break All Records, With December the 
Best Month; Bond Market Improves; Exchange 
Business Prospers. 


By R. O, Johnson 


“Forward St. Louis,” is thdeed the 
slogan for business and finance as the 
year 1915 closes. for in 
branch of industry activity and confi- 
dence prevail, and, unless all signs fail, 
the city is facing a continuation of the 
present trade revival, which should as- 
sure, in 1916, almost unprecedented pros- 
perity. 

Starting, as the year did, with trade 
gloomy. under the influence of the Euro- 
pear war, the clouds of pessimism have 
steadily showed more and more of their 
Silver lining, until, as the year ends, 
optimism as to the future is expressed 
in all quarters. 

The city’s trade revival during the 
year had, in the first place, to overcome 
a condition which was more psycholog- 
ical than real, as sentiment was de- 
pressed even before the war in Europe 
was declared, and the public state of 
mind was such shortly after the war 
started that those who believed that 
hard times and panic were not to pre- 
vail were few and far between. 

This mental state not only made for 
conservatism in business circles, but re- 
tarded natural industrial development 
to a material’ extent, and it was not 
until the middle of the year, when this 
pessimistic feeling had been entireiy 
eliminated, that trade began to expand 
with unusual rapidity. 

St. Louig Record for Year. 

Generally speaking, St. Louis’ record 
for the year compares favorably. with 
that of any other city, although the 
trade revival in some Eastern cities 
has apparently moved forward rapidly, 
under the purchase of enormous supplies 
for the warring European nations. The 
revival in tnis city, however, should 
prove more stable than that of the 
Eastern cities, as it is based more on the 
farm wealth and permanent business 
of the western section of the country, 
and not on “war orders,’ which have

In the city during 1915 there were rel- 
atively few business failures, and no 
important ones. Practically all the lead-

On the St. Louis Stock Exchange the 
volume of trade was less. then in for- 
mer years, but the last few months of 
the year showed a steady increase in 
outside interest by investors and specu- 
lators, and prices on the leading stocks 
and bonds recorded marked apprecia- 
tion. Many companies increased their 
dividends, and distributions to stock- 
holders as the year ends will compare 
favorably with those in any 
the city’s history.
